BY GEORGE PORTER. 
Military Camp of Instruction, Piatte- 
burg, N. ¥., Aug. 18.—The great value of 
the camp is now clearly apparent. In the 
military organisation—an organization 6o 
complete, so complex, and so highly eff- 
ciént that it commands profound admira- 
tion from every man experienced in broad 
business and executive matters—the men 
are learning to fit themselves into the 
space to which their previous experience 
has best adapted them. 

First and foremost, every officer must 
thoroughly understand the principles of 
drill, of rifle fire, and deployment for this, 
of maneuvering troops,-and on the good 
American principle that no mah is fitted 
to teach others until he thoroughly under- 
stands himself we are learning theee in 
the ranks as privates. Such men as have 
had prevoius military instruction are se- 
lected for the sergeants and oorporais. 
The second Heutenant of my company— 
company Bats a New York police iied-/ 
tenant. 

Stiff Drill and Rifle Work. 

Four hours each morning are given to 
stiff drill. Rifle practice is worked in at 
ali odd times. Special courses come on 
alternate afternoons. The cavairy is 
learning to maneuver in much the same 
way as the infantry. Mounted on the 
horses of the regular troopers, they go at 
full gallop across the great cavalry field. 
Here good horsemanship {s essential. 

Map making and military enginéering 
are absolutely vital to all maneuvering: 
Maps must be prepared in the greatest de- 
tall, and it is essential that all the of- 
ficers should know the conventional signs 
for these roughly made maps, and so be 
able to read them. Architects and artists 
seem unlikely men for military work, 
but here they find their opportunity and 
their aid would be invaluable. 


Make Maps by Pacing. 

R. W. Gray, the well known Boston 
architect, is in this corps, and in describ- 
ing his experiences, said: ‘ We marched 
with our company detail to the engineer- 
ing camp to be one of the three hundred 
odd men at the first explanatory lecture 
for the map making and engineering 
course. Among these men were archi- 
tects and engineers, artists and business 
men, and it was fantastic to see the men 
that one associated with active affairs.

LONDON, Aug. 18.~The Russiaa armies 
aré probably in a more desperate situa: | 

tion tonight than they have been since the | 
war began. Kovno, one of the greatest’ 
Russian fortresses, is lost. Brest Litovek 
is under the fire of Germany's destructive 
siege pieces. 

Vilna, far to the east, is being stripped 
of ite industrial equipment and the civil 
population is fleeing. Preparations for 
the evacuation of Bialystok continue. 
The German artillery is all but fn range 
of Bielsk, & railroad town of little leas 
importance. Novogeorgievsk, which hasa 
treasure of war material and its enor- 
mous garrison of close to 100,000 men, I» 
about to capitulate. 

It would appear that the long prepared 
Kovno-Brest-Litovek line of resistance is 
about to crumble almost before its de- 
fense has begun. 

British Critics ae 

Even the moet optimistic of the British 
critics oan find nothing of brightness in 
the Russian situation. Similarly, the 
Petrograd dispatches hint at the proba- 
bility of the fall of such important points 
as Vilna and Bialystok, as if officially 
inspired to prepare the allies of Russia for 
the worst. 

What ig pointed out as a matter of par- 
ticularly serious concern is that the fall 
of the fortress takes away the last pro- 
tection, with the exception of the Rus- 
sian field army, to the main line railway 
to the capital. 

Kovno was captured by the Germans 
last night by storm. From the meager 
accounts eo far at hand it was another 
victory for the heavy German siege weap- 
ons. Its fall had been expected, but not 
for several days, perhaps weeks. The loses 
to Russia in military accoutrements can- 
not be minimised—it was enormous. Ber- 
lin claims that 400 cannon were taken. 


Entire Line Threatened. 

With Kovno, the northern pivot of the 
Kovno-Brest-Litovek line lost, there is 
only the slightest hope that Brest- 
Litovsk and intervening forces can re- 
tain their hold on that front. The dip 
tance from Kovyno to Brest-Litevek is 
atcut 200 miles due south. 

But were there nothing threatening the 


flanking movement made inevitable by 
the fall of Kovno, the integrity of that 
pcint would still be in serious doubt be- 
cause of the huge German army already 
at ite outskirts. Tonight’ Berlip reporte 
that the troops of Gen. von Mackensen 
have driven the Russians across the Bug 
and into the outer fortifications which 
already are under fire from the heavy 


Wlodowa Being Surrounded. 

Farther to the south, ag told in the offi- 
cial statement from Berlin, Wiodows is 
being surrounded by German troops. They 
have crossed the railway runting to 
Cholm and penetrated to the east.

- Not Plan to Lobby. 

** The Marine league is distinctly a non- 
partisan. organization. At present.‘our 
only object is to get the people interested 
in a merchant marine. . It is not our pur- 
pose to lobby in congress. We believe 
that each district should influence its own 
congressman and senator. Suppose, fof 
example, that a certain bill has come be- 
fore congress. The New York members 
of the league approve the measure. The 
Chicago members oppose it. The Boston 
members are in favor of a certain radical 
amendment. Each locality gets in touch 
with its congressmen and senators and 
expresses its own opinion. 

“Later, it is possible that a great ma- 
jority of the members of the league may 
favor some particular measure. In that 
case the influence of the majority of the

Prof. Scott is generally 
accepted by the English teachers of the 
N. E. A. as authority on English as it is 


” The stuff out of which a pee sone 
e is created,” he said, * e s.m- 
egg mae expression of sincere feeling, 
and sturdy thinking. Live rightly, think 
good thoughts, be genuine, cultivate a 
harmonious soul, follow these injunc- 
tions, and you re laying the true founda- 
tions of a standard American speech.

The man 
who said * wehestuh * and ‘ idear ’ was 
felt to belong to a higher intellectual 
stratum than the man who said‘ Dorches- 


“The number of persons who use the 
New England pronunciation is now rela- 
tively so small that they may almost be 
said to speak a special dialect. The aris- 
tocratic period has passed and we are 
pow on a thoroughly democratic basis. 

“ Hoosier and Wolverine and Bacger 
and Sucker may now hold up their heads 
when they use their native vowels, and 
the southerners, who have always been

He quotes a 
number of English writers, who maintain 
that in England all cultured persons 
spe#@k alike, whe: eas there is no standard 
in America. He denied that England has 
any more of a standard than this country. 

“If I may trust my own ears,” he said, 
** the differences in English speech are as 
great as those in American speech. — 

“ American speech is not a degraded or 
Itisa 
vigorous, hardy offshoot that is gradually 
assuming a form appropriate to our char- 
acter and daily needs. The best American 


with least strain or affectation or waste 
of estort gives adequate utterance to the 
best that is in American character.”
